I. A composite having at least two types of layers, the first layer formed of a 
solid III and a polymer IV; the second teyer requiring a polymeric binder. 

II. A composite having at least two types of iayers, the first layer formed of solid 
III and polymer IX; the second layer not requiring a polymeric binder. 

III. a composite having at least three types of layers. Please note that although 
claim 30 does not appear to be properly dependent upon claim 23, it is included with 
this species because of the stated dependency upon claim 23.
